A 4000-horsepower experim en­ 
tal gas turbine locomotive is un­ 
dergoing tests in passenger ser­ 
vice on the Chicago and North 
Western Railway, it has been an­ 
nounced by Paul E. Feucht, execu­ 
tive vice president. 
Feucht 
said 
that 
the 
North 
Western is cooperating with the 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation 
and 
the 
Baldwin 
Locomotive 
Company in testing the gas tur­ 
bine under actual operating con­ 
ditions during the 
next 
ninety 
days. The locomotive 
has 
been 
assigned to passenger service be­ 
tween Chicago and Elroy, Wis­ 
consin, and is being used on the 
Westbound Duluth-Superior Lim­ 
ited and the eastbound Rochester 
Minnesota Special. 
The locomotive is equipped with 
two gas turbines each of which 
drives 
two 
electric 
generators 
which in turn supply electrical 
power to eight 
traction 
motors 
mounted on the wheel axles. The 
turbines 
operate 
on 
expanding 
gases created by the burning of 
heavy fuel oils 
in 
combination 
with compressed air. 
As contrasted with diesel elec­ 
tric locomotives, the gas turbine 
has fewer moving parts and is 
designed to burn cheaper fuels. Its 
length is approximately half that 
of a 4000-house power diesel loco­ 
motive.

More Worries lf Britain 
Leaves Middle East 


A 
L IT T L E m ore 
than five 
years ago, 
* * B ritain 
d ram atically 
modified 
the 
course of E uropean affairs by announcing 
that it would no longer bear the financial 
load incident to the 
support of 
Greece, 
then deeply em broiled in a R ussian-inspir­ 
ed civil w ar. 
The sequel w as the 
A m erican 
T rum an 
Doctrine, w ith this country' assum ing B ri­ 
tain s burden* in G reece and going 
to 
T u rk e y ’s aid as well G reek -T u rk ish aid 
w as a foundation stone 
of the 
M arshall 
Plan, conceived later in 1947 as a broad 
European recovery program . 
Now there are signs th at Britain, still 
th e most hard -p ressed nation in W estern 
Europe, m ay h av e to pull out of anothei 
of its historic 
strongholds— th e 
Middle 
East. The British g o v ern m en t already has 
advised W ashington of this possibility. 
The explanation is simple: W orn down 
by w ar and its afterm ath, Britain does not 
have the financial substance to carry out 
Its m any w o rld -w id e responsibilities. 
British leaders are relu ctan t 
to 
ask 
A m erica for m ore direct aid, and there is 
m ore than a little reason to doubt the 
political wisdom of such an appeal. Con­ 
gress is pretty su re to be cool. 
C onsequently, it has become for Britain 
a question of w hich responsibility to for­ 
sake. 
The British cannot abandon th en cur­ 
rent small endeavors in Korea: down that 
road lies political d ynam ite from America. 
T hey cannot yield in the defense of M a­ 
laya, w hose ru b b e r and other ra w m ater­ 
ials ale a vital part of the sh runken B rit- 
isn trading economy. Nor can they give up 
their rearm a m e n t program and the related 
m aintenance of British m ilitary forces in 
G erm an y and elsew here in Europe. 
T he M iddle East, including the Suez 
lifeline to Asia, m ight seem at first glance 
no easier to abandon than any of these 
o ther com m itm ents. Yet if anything m ust 
be yielded, it probably m akes m ore sense 
to give up the M editerranean zones first. 
To begin w ith, B ritain ’s statu re in the 
M iddle East is at rock-bottom low. Though 
British troops at Suez are a definite as­ 
surance of W estern strength, those troops 
stand am id a w hirlpool of A rab hate and 
distrust. 
One m ay question w hether the situation 
represents a net gain for the West in th e 
battle w ith com m unism .

Medical Insurance 
Program Expands 
epH E newest form of voluntary 
health 
* 
insurance goes by the nam e of group 
m edical expense insurance. It is of very 
r*o-,nt origin— yet by the end of last year 
it had been extended to cover just under 
8,000,000 people, which m ark ed a gain of 
about 2,300,000 in a single year. A small 
n u m b e r of these people are covered by 
new and experim ental form s of 
catas­ 
tro p h e insurance, which pays for m ajor 
illnesses of long duration. 
Millions of w orkers and their 
depend­ 
ents are protected by the older forms of 
voluntary insurance, such as Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield. 
Figures such 
as 
these show 
that the 
A m erican people w ant to do something to 
protect themselves against 
the financial 
shocks that come with illness— and that 
th ey can do it without tu rning to govern­ 
m e n t and accepting a com pulsory system 
w hich would cost the 
nation 
many bil- 
billions of tax dollars each year, 
which 
w ould inevitably give a political bureau 
th e w hip hand over m edical practice and 
adm inistration, and which, in all probabil­ 
ity, would end sooner or la ter in socialized 
medicine. They show', in other words, that 
the old A m erican spirit of self-reliance is 
still very much alive and kicking. 
All students of the 
question 
realize 
that 
some very 
difficult problems are 
yet to be solved— and the medical pro­ 
fession itself knows this best of all. But the 
big thing is that the problem s are grad­ 
ually being solved— and solved by volun­ 
ta ry action. The experim ents in 
offering 
protection against catastrophic illness are 
particularly significant, for 
this 
is the 
m ost difficult and serious problem of all. j

imposing title of GOP national chairman. 
A nother who has fallen by the wayside

partly because Lodge is busy back home, 
and G OF leaders are wondering w hether 
Lodge can win his own fight for re-elec­ 
tion. 
Ik e ’s top adviser now is Gov. Sherm an 
A dam s of New Hampshire, the man, who, 
along with Lodge, blazed the trail for 
E isenhow er’s first prim ary victory—that 
in N ew Hampshire. 
O thers in the charmed circle around the 
general are Ralph Cake, 
former 
GOP 
national committeeman from Oregon, Sen. 
F red Seaton of Nebraska. Sen. Frank C arl­ 
son of Kansas, Robert Burroughs, former 
national committeemen from New H am p­ 
shire, and Ed Birm ingham of Wyoming, 
w ealthy rancher and form er partner in 
th e Dillon. Read banking firm. 
This is the first team. 
T h e slapdown of C O P chairm an Sum ­ 
m erfield stemmed from several 
reasons, 
one being his ineffectiveness in lining up 
old guard elements in the midwest, still 
b itter over Taft's defeat. Summerfield, 
a 
form er Taft supporter, was counted on to 
convert Tatties into Ikeites but only p a rt­ 
ly succeeded. 


OPPOSED SOUTHERN TRIP 
Sum m erfield’s yen for personal 
powei 
and grandeur also hasn’t endeared him to 
Eisenhower. An exam ple w as 
his 
back­ 
stage effort to grab the citizens-for-Eisen- 
how er clubs away from Walter Williams 
and Mrs. Mary Lord and put them under 
the control 
of the 
Republican 
national 
com mittee. Williams and Mrs. Lord raised 
a vigorous yowl and Eisenhower backed 
th e m up. 
Sum m erfield has m ade other enemies, 
notably Paul Hoffman, head of the Ford 
F oundation and former ECA boss in Eu­ 
rope. Privately, Hoffman makes no secret 
of his disregard for Sum m erfield, partly 
because of the latter’s old guard isolation­ 
ist background. 
H ow ever, Sum m erfield’s biggest mistake 
and th e thing that led directly to his dow n­ 
fall w as his opposition to Eisenhower's in­ 
vasion of the south. Meeting with Ike in 
D enver, the Michigan leader argued vig­ 
orously against it. 
He contended that th e proposed South­ 
ern toui would am ount to a “lot of hoopla 
and a waste of time,” with no electoral 
votes 
foithcoming. 
F urtherm ore. 
Ike 
m ight antagonize liberal supporters in the 
north. 
E isenhower shot back that he was ru n ­ 
ning for President of the whole country, 
not ju st the north, and that he was going 
to m ak e the trip even if it didn’t win hun 
a single electoral vote. 
ADLAI AND ABE 
W hen Democratic national

m an Jo h n Anson Ford of California m et 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson at the Democratic 
conference in Denver last week, both men 
recalled a previous meeting in Springfield.

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Flood Of Defense 
Dollars Levels Off 


By CHARLES F. BARRETT 
WASHINGTON 
— A govern­ 
ment economist says the golden 
tide of defense dollars is leveling 
off far ahead of schedule—and 
may wash some of the props from 
under business in the process. 
Robert C. Turner, a new mem­ 
ber of President Truman’s three- 
man Council of Economic Advisers, 
gave this surprise appraisal yes­ 
terday as he took his oath of 
office. 
Peak Reached 
In a brief speech, and later in 
an interview, Turner told of new 
government studies which he said 
show that defense spending and 
production already have virtually 
reached their peak. 
Earlier 
forecasts, 
by 
Truman 
and his mobilization chiefs, had 
indicated a steady, continued ex­ 
pansion until mid-1953. This pro- j 


jected expansion—as well as cur­ 
rent spending — had been a big 
stimulus to business. 
Turner, 44-year-old business pro­ 
fessor at Indiana University, pic­ 
tured the nation as standing now 
at a crossroads where it must face 
an end to further substantial in­ 
creases in defense spending—with 
far reaching effects on business 
and on the vast program by which 
the government attempts to guide 
the economy. 
Calls For Statesmanship 
As Turner put it, this means it 
will be “a difficult and delicate job 
to maintain our present prosper­ 
ity.” At another point he said con­ 
tinued growth and stability will 
require “economic statesmanship 
of the highest order.” 
One offshot of the new situation, 
Turner indicated, might be a fur­ 
ther easing of direct controls on 


prices, wages and materials. In­ 
stead of asking the public to spend 
less, the government might en­ 
courage more private buying to 
try to keep business growing. 
Another effect, if the outpouring 
of defense outlays levels off at 
present rates, would be a reduc­ 
tion in the government budget con­ 
siderably under present estimates. 
“We’ve had an expanding econ­ 
omy for two years—an expansion 
forced by the defense program ,” 
Turner told a reporter. “Now we 
can’t count any longer on a forced 
expansion. We will have to do some 
hard thinking.”

totaled more than four billion dol­ 
lars in June and July and over 
three billion 
in 
August. 
Turner 
foresaw a high level plateau of 
monthly s p e n d i n g somewhere 
around the four billion figure.

CUSS WORD HEARD 
INDIANAPOLIS UP — Somebody 
used a cuss word during the radio 
broadcast of Gen. Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower’s political speech in In­ 
dianapolis last night. Many listen­ 
ers thought it was the general. 
The audience in the Butler field 
house, including the press row, 
didn’t hear the cuss word, but 
many in the nation-wide radio au­ 
dience did. Listeners called radio 
stations and newspaper offices to 
ask about it. 
Radio Man Blamed 
Eisenhower wasn’t available for 
comment, and his aides weren’t 
talking about the incident. 
A half dozen reporters and two 
radio technicians later played back 
a tape recording of the speech in 
an Indianapolis radio station. They 
agreed unanimously it was Eisen­ 
hower’s voice saying: “Damn it.” 
However, 
Eugene C. 
Pulliam, 
publisher of the Indianapolis Star 
and the Indianapolis News and an 
active Eisenhower supporter, dis­ 
agreed. Pulliam, who was sitting 
close to Eisenhower, said a radio 
technician spoke the words. 
Checked In Playback 
It happened as a burst of ap­ 
plause from the audience interrup­ 
ted the speech of the Republican 
presidential nominee. Eisenhower 
was speaking with the aid of a 
teleprompter. The aside, as the 
news men heard it on the tape 
playback: 
’’Go ahead! Go ahead! Go ahead! 
Yah, damn it, I want him to move 
up.”

ITHACA, N. V.—The discovery 
that perch spend the night asleep

nual meeting of the American So­ 
ciety of Limnologists and Oceano­ 
graphers by scientists from the 
University of Wisconsin. 
The scientists, Arthur D. Hasler, 
Jam es R. Villemonte, Hester 
V. 
Whitney, and 
Richard 
Dugdale, 
studied the movements of schools 
of perch in Lake Mendota, border­ 
ing the Wisconsin campus, 
while 
adapting marine echo - sounding 
gear to shallow - water research 
projects. 
By using an echo-sounder mount­ 
ed on a 40-foot navy launch, both 
of which have been loaned to the 
Wisconsin Lake 
Laboratory 
for 
navy-sponsored research, it is pos­ 
sible to pick up 
and 
trace 
the 
' movements of schools of perch, in 
addition to obtaining information 
on the size and depth of the school. 
Prof. Hasler said in speaking for 
the research team. 
Settle to Bottom 
During most of 
the 
work 
the 
scientists have checked the echo- 
sounder’s oscilloscope recordings 
against actual observations by div­ 
ers to learn exactly what each os­ 
cilloscope pattern means in terms 
of the events going on under water. 
During such 
an 
observation 
at 
night it was discovered that perch 
have the habit—a peculiar one for 
fish—of settling to the bottom and 
resting motionless throughout the 
night. 
During the daylight 
hours 
the 
perch move in large schools whiifh 
hover at depths ranging between 
• 25 and 35 feet below the surface. 
As the light becomes dim toward 
sundown they move toward shore 
until they encounter 
the 
bottom. 
Then the school disperses and each 
fish quietly sinks to the sand and 
becomes motionless 
shortly after 
dark. 
It was this habit of quietly blend­ 
ing into the bottom 
that aroused 
the scientists’ curiosity — because 
on the echo-sounding oscilloscope it 
looked as though the perch disap­ 
peared. 
A diver 
sent 
below 
at 
night with a flashlight found thou­ 
sands of 
perch on 
the 
bottom. 
When they were disturbed by the 
flashlight they would 
move 
just 
out of the brightest beam and sink 
again to the bottom. 
Although perch have 
a 
strong 
schooling instinct during daylight. 
Prof. Hasler said, they seem to 
,lose it at night when they can no 
longer see one another. 
School at Daybreak 
Pre-dawn observations show that 
the perch remain in the same spot 
throughout the night. 
At daybreak 
they rise from the bottom and con­ 
gregate Into schools. Shortly after 


sunrise they move back into deeper 
water. 
In parts of the lake that are shal­ 
low-, the perch have no need to mi­ 
grate shoreward at night, Hasler 
said, and the fish in shallow-water 
schools simply sink to the bottom 
when it gets dark. 
The scientists .have two theories 
to explain the strange behavior of 
the perch. 
The first theory is simply that 
as it grows dark the perch, accus­ 
tomed to seeing one another, lose 
their sense of schooling, and settle 
lo the bottom where they have a 
reassuring sense of contact with 
the sand. 
The second theory, which is an 
extension of the first, is that this 
habit is a big help in escaping ene­ 
mies—predacious bass, walleyes, 
and northern pike, all of which 
hunt for food at night and sense the 
presence of prey by means of vi­ 
brations 
caused 
by 
swim ming 
movements. 
When the perch are 
quiet on the bottom, they give off 
no such vibrations and are safe. 
During the day they seek secur­ 
ity in open water far from shore. 
Echo-Sounder Explained 
“This protective device may be 
one of the reasons that perch are 
so successful in maintaining them­ 
selves in lakes 
and streams 
all 
over the 
world." 
Prof. 
Hasler 
pointed out. 
“In the evolution of 
the species, it may very well have 
been that any 
mutation favoring 
this type of behavior had a strong 
survival value.” 
While presenting his research re­ 
port to the biologists, Hasler also 
showed movies of the oscilloscope 
developed 
by 
the 
engineering 
members of the 
research 
team, 
Drs. Villemonte and Whitney. 
This is a new adaptation to the 
conventional 
echo-sounder 
which 
records the sound pulses returning 
from the bottom of the lake and 
from intervening schools of fish. 
The new device employs a screen 
similar to that used in television. 
lr. the operation 
of the 
echo- 
sounder, sound 
waves 
are 
sent 
from a boat toward the bottom ot 
a lake. 
When fish swim through 
these sound waves, the waves are 
reflected back to a recorder The 
presence of fish is indicated on the 
sounder as a horizontal, wav\ line 
of light on the screen. 
The posi­ 
tion of the light line on the screen 
indicates the depth at which iish 
are swimming. Once the presence 
of the fish has been established, 
the unit can
